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UNION BOMBING 
POSSIBLY DUE 10 
POLITICAL STRIFE, 
POLICE BELIEVE 


Blast at Bricklayers’ Of- 
fices Does Little Dam- 
age, May Have Been 


Warning to Donnelly 
Backer. 


Police investigating last night's 
bombing of the AFL bricklayers’ 
headquarters at 4020 Page boule- 
vard advanced the theory today 
that the blast may have resulted 
from a political dispute among 


St. Louis labor leaders. 

It was the fourth bombing 
this year involving labor bosses 
or men associated with labor in 
the Democratic party here, po- 
lice pointed out. Victims of the 
blasts were leaders who split on 
the issue of which candidate to 
support for Governor in the 
1952 state primary election. 

Bomb Does Little Damage. 

Leo F, Havey, business repre- 
sentative of Local No. 1, AFL 
Bricklayers, Stone and Marble 
Masons’ Union, led a small group 
of labor men who actively sup- 
ported Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 
The explosion last night, which 
did little damage, was believed 
to have been set off as a warn- 
ing to Havey. 

Within the last 10 months 
bombings have occurred at the 
home of former Sheriff Thomas 
F. Callanan; at the offices of his 
brother, ex-convict Lawrence 
Callanan, boss of the AFL 
Steamfitters’ Union, and at a 


bar operated by State Repre- | 


sentative Thomas A. Walsh, who 
had the support of the Calla- 
nan brothers until he broke with 
them last year. 

The Callanans supported Con- 
gressman Phil J. Welch of St. 
Joseph in his unsuccessful bid 
for the nomination for Gover- 


nor. 

In addition te the bomb- 
ings, there have been many 
other acts of violence involv- 
ing men associated with labor 
in the St. Louis area within 
the last 21 months. These in- 
clude four gang-style murders, 
three shootings and severa 
sluggings.

FBI and federal grand jury in- 
vestigation during this period, 
16 AFL leaders, including Havey 
and Lawrence Callanan, have 
been charged in indictments with 
violation of the federal anti- 
racketeering statutes. 
Five Indicted Friday. 


Havey, Callanan and three 
other labor bosses, George E. 
Seaton of the steamfitters, Carl 
J. Bianchi of the operating en- 
gineers and L. A. Thompson, 
construction chauffeurs, wer.e 
named in racketeering indict- 
ments returned Friday. 

Callanan, Seaton, Bianchi and 
Thompson surrendered to the 
United States marshal today and 
were released on nominal bond 
since each was under $50,000 
bond in indictments returned 
earlier. Havey was scheduled 
to appear at United States Com- 
missioner Edwin J. Bean’s of- 
fice later In the day to furnish 
bond. 

The explosion which damaged 
the entrance of the bricklayer’s 
headquarters last night was 
heard within a radius of 20 
blocks, but damage amounted 
to only about $100. A hole was 
blown at a point where the two 
front doors join, and glass was 
shattered. 


Police found wadding and 
part of a fuse at the scene. They 
said the explosive was a black 
powder type bomb which rarely 


causes much damage. 


The bomb apparently had 
been set at the base of the doors.

It 
was the ninth bailot taken since 
last Thursday. 

Premie: Joseph Laniel, a 
wealthy industrialist and the top 
contender, got 413 votes—a drop 
= 17 voies trom the eighth bal- 
ot. 

His Socialist opponent, Mar- 
cel-Edmond Naegeien, who has 
Communist support, got 365— 
a drop of 16 votes. Pierre Mon- 
tel, who emerged as a last min- 
ute candidate, received 103 votes. 
Montel is a member of Laniel’s 
independent party from Lyon. 

Laniel was only 22 votes short 
of victory on the eighth ballot 
in the assembly hall of the old 
palace of French kings, where 
the National Assembly deputies 
and senators have been trying 
to name a new president. 

The number needed to elect 
on the ninth ballot—a majority 
of the votes cast—was 455.

‘FLYING RADAR 
STATION’ IS SENT 
TO WEST COAST 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., Dec. 
21 (AP)—A Super-Constellation 
“flying radar station” arrives to- 
day at nearby McClellan Air: 
Force Base to extend the ‘na- 
tion’s radar defense far beyond 
the range of fixed radar statons. 

The RC-121-C is the first plane 
of its type to be stationed any- 
where in the country. Jp the 
odd-shaped belly and humped 
back are the latest devices for 
detecting the speed, strength and 
direction of invaders and for re- 
laying the information to jet 
interceptors of the Air Defense 
Command. 

It makes use of the concept 
that radar can see the greatest 
distance when beamed from the 
highest point, because the beams 
do not bend over the horizon. 

Ultimately a group of such 
swift, long-flight aircraft, to be 
placed in mass production at 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp., Bur- 
bank, Calif., is to fly out over 
the Pacific around the clock in 
support of the West Coast de- 
fense. 

Air Force sources said the 
radar aircraft can spot invaders 
long before they reach present 
detection zones. The plane car- 
ries a crew of 31.

The President suggested that 
each such nation contribute a 


reasonable share of atomic mate- 


rials to a pool for such pur- 
poses. 

Eisenhower also proposed that 
details of the plan be worked 
out at secret conferences among 
the participating nations. 

The first Soviet reaction to the 
proposal was unfavorable, but 
Eisenhower refused to be dis- 
couraged, The White House, in 
its comment on that initial re- 
action, noted that it was unoffi- 
cial and expressed the hope that 
eventually the Soviet Union 
would recognize the proposal as 
a serious and feasible first step 
toward atomic peace. Subse- 
quently Moscow reported the 
plan was being given serious 
consideration.

Calls Diplomat Attacked 
by McCarthy ‘Tal- 
ented, Devoted Public 


Servant.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (UP) 
—George F. Kennan, former 
United States ambassador to 
Russia, today strongly defended 
career diplomat John Paton 
Davies, whose ouster from the 
State Department is sought by 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin. 


Kennan wrote in a letter to 
the editor of the Washington 
Post that Davies is a “‘talented 
and devoted public servant who 
already has suffered a unique 
measure of adversity for his ef- 
forts to be useful to his country 
and whose departure from the 
governmental service would be a 
serious loss to the public. in- 
terest,” 


The State Department is con- 
ducting a new security’ investi- 
gation of Davies, now embassy 
counselor at Lima, Peru. The 
Justice Department also is con- 
ducting an investigation. A pre- 
vious loyalty review board re- 
ported last Decémber there is 
“no reasonable doubt” of Da- 
vies’s loyalty. 


The controversy surrounding 
Davies centers on testimony he 
gave last year to the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee. 
The subcommittee aecused Da- 
vies of testifying falsely “in 
denying that he recommended 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
employ, utilize and rely upon 
certain individuals having Com- 
= associations and connec- 
_ tions.” 


Davies denied the charges and 
drew a distinction between “em- 
ployment and utilization.” It 
was reported that at the time 
of the incident, in November 
1949, Davies suggested that such 
individuals might be used with- 
out their knowledge to aid in 
counter-espionage. 


Kennan, now at the Institute 
for Advance Study, Princeton, 
N.J., wrote that at the time 
Davies was serving as Kennan’s 
subordinate on the State De- 
partment’s policy planning staff. 
Kennan, the famous “Mr. X” 
who proposed the policy of con- 
tainment of Russia, said the sug- 
gestions made at the time by 
Davies “concerned matters so 
highly sensitive from the se-| 
curity standpoint that neither he 
nor I have- ever felt at liberty 
to discuss them publicly.” 

He added that even now he 
did not feel they should be dis- 


“unfortunately,” public knowl- 
edge.

LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP)—For 
the first time Britain formally 
commemorated today the land- 
ing of the Mayflower in Amer- 
ica 333 years ago. Services were 
held at St. Bride’s Church, where 
Pilgrim Edward Winslew once 
| worshiped. 
| Lt. Comdr. D. K. Winslow, re- 
tired British naval officer and a 
direct descendant, was in the 
congregation of Britons and 
Americans in the historic, bomb- 
battered church on Fleet street 
—London’s newspaper row. 

The “Forefathers’ day” observ- 
ance was arranged by the vicar 
| of St. Bride’s, the Rev. C. M. 

Armitage, after he discovered 

'from old‘ records that Pilgrim 
Winslow worshiped in the church 
during the four years he was a 
printer in Fleet street. The. 
vicar found also that Winslew's 
parents were married in St. 
Bride’s in 1594. 
There was a special prayer for 
Pilgrim Winslow who was three 
times Governor of Plymouth and 
' who was jailed for three months 
when he returned to London to 
plead the colonists’s eause be- 
fore the King’s Privy Council. 
Services began with the playing 
of “The Star Spangled Banner” 
and ended with “God Save the 
Queen.”

And Union Found to Be Common 
Denominator in Labor Peace 


7-Year Study Discovers Firms With Good 
Relations Consider Unions Assets and 
Workers Recognize Welfare Depends on 


Profits.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. 


HE seven-year study of the causes of industrial peace under 
collective bargaining, conducted by the National Planning 
Association, a non-profit research organization, came to an 
end today with publication of the fourteenth and final volume 


of its reports. 


In the course 6f the study the 
association delved into the labor 
management relations of 30 firms 
in widely diversified industries, 
in various parts of the country, 
and in Canada and England. On 
the spot investigations were made 


in 25 of the f by industrial 
relations e 
The commof denominator 


where the NPA found industrial 
peace is summarized as follows: 

“There is full acceptance by 
management of the collective 
bargaining process and of 
unionism as an institation. The 
company considers a strong 
union an asset to management. 

“The union fully ‘accepts pri- 
vate ownership and operation 
of the industry; it recognizes 
that the welfare of its mem- 
bers depends upon the success- 
ful operation of the business, 

“The union is strong, re- 
sponsible, and democratic. 

“The company stays out of 
the union’s internal affairs; it 
does not seek to alienate the 
workers’ allegiance te their 
union. 

“Mutual trust and confi- 
dence exist between the par- 
ties. There have been no 
serious ideological incompati- 
bilities. 

“Neither party to bargaining 
has adopted a legalistic ap- 
proach to the solution of prob- 
lems in the relationship. 

“Negotiations are ‘problem- 
centéred’—more time is spent 
on day-to-day problems ao

The NPA makes no claim to 
having discovered a formula for 
industrial peace, ton 
Golden, chairman of its com- 
mittee which conducted the 
study said, but has proved to its 
satisfaction that management 
and labor, if they try, can get 
along together. 

“Furthermore,” Golden said, 
“there is some evidence that we 
are moving in the direction of 
more democratic, enduring, and 
harmonious relationships of a 
really creative nature.” 

Unanswered Questions. 

Golden at the same time ac- 
knowledged the limitations of 
the studies that havé been made 
and enumerated some of the un- 
answered questions. Among 


them: 

“What happens when indus- 
trial peace continues for a 
long time? Do management 
and the union find new areas 
for joint activity, or does the 
relationship stagnate and even ’ 
deteriorate as a disillusioned 
union membership rejects the 
‘peaceful’ leadership? 

“How do employes, who also 
constitute the union member- 
ship, view the relationship 
which union and management 
officials characterize as ‘good’ 
or ‘peaceful’? Are they equally 
enthusiastic or apathetic? 

“What happens to cases of 
industrial peace when favor- 
able external environmental 
conditions change for the 
worse? Can the relationship 
stand the test of adversity? 

“Is industrial peace of the 
type found in the case 
studies possible only when the 
environment is equally favor- 
able? In other words, can we 
expect industrial peace only 
in relatively stable industries 
like pulp and paper, or in me- 
dium-sized, pattern-following 
firms? Are there no cases of 
good labor-management rela- 
tions in industries like long- 
shoring, coal mining, or in the 
giant pattern-setting firms?” 

The NPA study was financed 
by John Hay Whitney, capital- 
ist, who is a member of its 
board. Whitney expressed his 
satisfaction with the work at a 
luncheon meeting here last week 
when reporters were given a 
preview of the report. 

“Collective bargaining is still 


. in its formative stages in our 


complex and steadily growing 
industrial society,” Whitney said. 
“We are about at the same stage 
in union -management relations 
as the doctors were when they 
began to try out preventive 
medicine.

Some of the causes of indus- 
trial peace which the NPA be- 
lieves warrant attention of un- 
ions and management are termed 
psychological, and others in- 
volve procedures and working 
relationships. Some reflect the 
attitudes developed in the ini- 
tial periods of the union-man- 
agement relationship. 

Attitudes common to both par- 
ties discovered in the studies 
were summarized in this lan- 


guage: 

“First, in the studies there 
were repeated references to feel- 
ings on the part of management 


and unions as ‘good faith,’ _ 


cerity,’ ‘good will,’ 
trust,’ ‘confidence, and ‘fair 
play,’ and both sides seemed 
able to predict with reasonable 
certainty the actions and reac- 
tions of the other. 


“Second, there were repeated 
indications that both sides felt 
satisfied that their relationship 
was productive, that benefits 
were received on each side, The 
companies generally were mak- 
ing good earnings; workers’ 
wages seemed to be at least av- 
erage—either for the community 
or industry—and benefits com- 
pared favorably with those se- 
cured in other companies by 
rival unions. Union-management 
co-operation developed in some 
cases when companies faced eco- 
nomic crisis, indicating that even 
under adverse economic condi- 
tions the experience gained in 
the process of successful collec- 
tive bargaining will enable both 
parties to face new problems 
with greater realism and keener 
insight.

Better Without Lawyers. 


It was found that the farther 
lawyers were kept from the bar- 
gaining process the better things 
worked out for both sides. 
“Whenever the parties did not 
trust each other,” the report 
says, “their lawyers were called 
in to put the agreements into 
legal jargon, but frequently this 
jargon merely spelled out the 
basic conflict of the parties—a 
development which could not 
justly be blamed on the law- 
yers.” 

Potentially difficult situations 
in labor-management relations 
were usually avoided, the report 
says, when there was advance 
consultation by management with

management -union communica- 
tion, ranging from informal day- 
to-day exchange of information 
to more formal processes. Where 
joint committees were set up, 
the NPA found, their indirect 
effects—providing additional op- 
portunities for communication— 
were seemingly more important 
than the direct results relating 
to their specific functions. 


_ Management Attitudes. 


Four significant attitudes on 
the part of management, and 
three on the part of unions, 
were held to have “a profound 
effect on industrial peace in the 
cases studied. For management 
these were: 

“First, is management's posi- 
tive acceptance of the union and 
of collective bargaining. This in 
all of the cases meant far more 
than mere formal ‘recognition’ 
of the union. In each, the em- 
ployers saw positive advantages 
in bargaining with a strong and 
well-disciplined union, and took 
steps, directly or indirectly, to 
encourage workers to join and 
support the organization which 
represented them. Beyond that, 
the companies stayed out of 
union affairs. While there is

Clear Up the Statistics 


At his last press conference, President Eisen- 
hower turned down, as his subordinates had, 
a request that the statistics on “security risks” 
in his Administration be further explained. 

If this is the President's last word, then in 
fairness the Administration ought to stop using 
the statistics for political purposes. It ought to 
stop using them as a basis of comparison between 
itself and its predecessor. 

Thanks to statements by Attorney General 
Brownell and Senator ficCarthy, the country 
should by now be fairly well aware of the claim 
that the Administration has fired 1456 employes 
as security risks. 

As a matter of fact, not all of the 1456 were 
fired. Nearly 600 of them resigned in the course 
of investigation into their security status. To 
be quite accurate, 863 and not 1456 were dis- 
missed as the result of such investigation. 

The crucial question which the statistics do 
not answer is how many were let out specifically 
for disloyalty. The Eisenhower Administration 
lumps together disloyalty, drunkenness and im- 
morality as reasons for declaring an employe to 
be a security risk. It may be justified in doing 
this but unless a breakdown is given, its statis- 
tics do not mean much as an index to disloyalty. 

During the five years of the Truman Adminis- 
tration’s loyalty program, according to the Asso- 
ciated Press, 26,236 FBI loyalty investigations of 
employes or prospective employes were. under- 
taken. While investigations were going on, 2748 
persons either quit or withdrew their job ap- 
plications. Another 3634 persons quit after their 
cases reached a loyalty review board. And 560, 
being found ineligible for employment, were 
either fired or not hired. 

No doubt the Truman Administration also fired 
employes for drunkenness or immorality, but 
these were not lumped together with the loyalty 
cases. To get any basis for comparison, then, 
the Eisenhower Administration will have to break 
down its own statistics. The President says this 
would be difficult because some employes are 
charged with more than one offense. But that 
is not a very persuasive reason for failing to 
give the figures, and we hope he will change his 
mind. The: people, as Mr. Brownell is fond of 
saying, have a right to know. 


Pinch Hitter for Santa Claus 

It isn’t going to be an fmmediately popular 
thought with the late shoppers we know, but 
what this country for miles around needs is a 
rainy Christmas beginning now and lasting more 
or less up to New Year’s eve. A white Christmas 
would be better than a completely dry one, but 
infinitely better than the most beautiful 10-inch 
snow would be a long, slow, soaking, gray, dis- 
mal spell of rain.

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Two Moves Against Slums 

Two weekend developments will help to draw 
bold new lines on the future map of St. Louis. 
One was the appointment of Charles L. Farris 
as executive director of the St. Louis Land Clear- 
ance for Redevelopment Authority. The other 
was the disclosure of St. Louis University’s plans 
to expand its campus east of Grand boulevard. 

Mayor Tucker made an excellent recommenda- 
tion to the Redevelopment Authority when he 
proposed Mr, Farris to lead it. Farris has been 
deputy director of the federal slum clearance 
program and St. Louis faces few problems more 
serious than slum clearance. Mr. Farris’s first 
job here will be to staff the local authority so 
it can proceed with plans to extend the down- 
town plaza area as a metropolitan center. 

St. Louis University’s plan to cross Grand 
boulevard fits neatly into the scheme of things 
to come. The university already has expanded 
its campus westward with fine new buildings. 
Across Grand to the eastward there is a 
jumble of rooming houses, apartments and-other 
buildings affected by decay. By co-operating 
with the Authority, the university could give St. 
Louis five more proud blocks for its future. 

As the Redevelopment Authority buckles down 
to business, other organizations should find it 
profitable to hetp build a brighter St. Louis. 
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Against the Bricker Plan 

At a time when all too many lawyer groups 
are falling for the specious arguments of the 
Bricker amendment promoters, the Bar Associa- 
tion of St. Louis can congratulate itself on em- 
phatically opposing it. A mail poll of the mem- 
bership resulted in a 229-164 verdict in support 
of a committee report which called the amend- 
ment “undesirable.” , 

Nationally, the Bricker amendment has re- 
ceived more favorable attention from lawyers 
than it deserves, Consequently laymen have per- 
haps been a little. readier to believe that the 
presidential treaty powers which served the na- 
tion well for 164 years have suddenly become 
a menace.

Those who give serious thought to all the ar- 
guments for and against will overwhelmingly, 
in our opinion, come to the same conclusion as 
the St. Louis bar’s committee: that the amend- 
ment “would weaken critically the United States 
in its conduct of foreign affairs, and hinder the 
President in carrying out major responsibilities.”’ 
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A Counsel of Delay 

Clarence Manion’s blurt in favor of selling 
TVA is recognized as an embarrassment by those 
who are in favor of doing exactly that. This is 
made clear by an article in Telephony, journal of 
the telephone industry, written by its Washing- 
ton editor, Francis X. Welch, who is also the edi- 
tor of Public Utilities Fortnightly. 

Mr. Welch, who regards TVA as “an economic 
crime against ‘our enterprise system,” writes 
that “the only unfortunate thing about Dean 
Manion’s statement was the timing.”

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Where More Pay Is Indicated 


The special commission considering salary 
increases for Federal judges—and for members 
of Congress, too—has completed its hearings 
and is scheduled to submit its report to Con- 
gress not later than Jan. 15. 


Of more than 50 witnesses, only three spoke 
against the increases. Among these was Repre- 
sentative Clare Hoffmann, Michigan Republi- 
can, who said that if the increases were granted, 
demands for higher pay would be made by all 
Federal employes and another inflationary spiral 
would be under way. At the same time, he said 
he found himself “almost on relief’ despite an 
annual outside income of $1500. : 

Congressmen, of course, are always touchy 
about increasing their own pay. They have the 
feeling that such increases are not too popular 
with their constituents. But the Representatives 
and Senators know better than anybody else 
how much it costs to live in Washington for a 
good part of the year.

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Chancellor Shepley’s Sound. Start 

Acting Chancellor Shepley could hardly find 
better goals to work for in the period in which 
he is the responsible head of Washington Uni- 
versity than increased support for the College 
of Liberal Arts and higher faculty salaries. 

Mr. Shepley, who is an alumnus of the Wash- 
ington University Law School, is entirely right 
when he says that the part of the university 
which teaches the liberal arts is “the heart of 
the university.” The humanities, the arts and 
the social sciences are, in truth, “the real foun- 
dation” in a university education. Yet this part 
of Washington University has gone almost with- 
out endowment. Meanwhile individual and 
foundation support has been forthcoming for 
medicine, chemistry, physies, engineering and 
other fields of research in the physical sciences. 

As for faculty salaries, the new acting chan- 
cellor there touches a difficult spot in university 
budgets. University operating costs have sky- 
rocketed and it has been hard to keep salaries in 
step. Yet salaries cannot be allowed to fall so 
far behind that the campuses will lose the able 
young scholars they need for the future. 

Following Chancellor Compton will not be 
easy even on an interim basis. Ethan A. H.

It Was Mr. Carpentier’s Order 


Statements from the office of Charles F. 
Carpentier, Illinois Secretary of State, who is 
also State Librarian, represent him as having 
been “betrayed” by librarians on his staff who 
removed some 6000 to 8000 books from the IIli- 
nois State Library, in compliance with Mr. Car- 
pentier’s order ogainst “vulgar” books. 

If Mr. Carpentier can argue that the library 
staff was “overzealous,” the people of Illinois can 
answer that Mr. Carpentier should not have 
issued his all-out censorship order in the first 
place. He only needs to-reread bis ukase to see 
why Miss Helene Rogers, Assistant State Li- 
brarian, carried out his command. The Car- 
pentier order was in language that could have 
been easily followed by charges of insubordina- 
tion if it had not been fully carried out. 

The Secretary of State now wants the guid- 
ance of the Illinois State Library’s Advisory 
Committee of librarians and citizen members 
from over the state. Why did he not ask for 


that guidance before he issued his censorship ' 


order? To pass the buck to those under him is 
‘less than fair. It was his order that his staff 
carried out. Obviously librarians would not 
go in for wholesale censorship on their own 
hook. Librarians believe in books. It is their 
life work to make books available for people. 
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A Grab for Our Forest Preserves? 

A new attack will lie in wait for the national 
parks and forests when Congress reconvenes ir 
January, A bill introduced in the last session 
by Senator Cordon and Representative Ellsworth, 
both of Oregon, is the weapon. 

By the terms of this bill, a Federal agency ac- 
quiring private timberland which is under forest 
management for sustained yield would be re- 
quired to replace it from Federal holdings. 

Representative Metcalf of Montana says this 
measufe is aimed at the national forests, be- 
cause they contain most of the valuable timber 
now held by the Federal Government. 

“Some idea of the pressure behind this bill 
can be shown by the fact that the big lumbering 
and pulp-mill concerms persuaded the Secretary 
of Agriculture to withdraw an unfavorable re- 
port which had been prepared by the Forest 
Service,” he says. | 

If timber-cutters could grab part of a national 
park or a national forest every time the Federal 
Government required private lands for reservoirs 
or other purposes, our great national preserves 
would quickly go down the private drain, Repre- 
sentative Métcalf proposes to give the Cordon 
and Elisworth bills his watchful opposition. Mil- 
lions of Americans, whose joint property is in- 
volved, should propose to do likewise.

WASHINGTON. 
President Eisenhower's speech on 
“the atomic age” to the General Assem- 
bly of the U.N. is to be read as the end 
product of one of the longest, most com- 
plex, and most involved operations of 
‘government in Washington. 


The President delivered a major state 
paper of the United States Government 
which contains in summary form the 
considered decisions of the highest 
branches of government upon the ex- 
istence in these times of new weapons 
of absolute destruction. 

The speech itself has been more re- 
written than any speech ever made be- 
fore by any United States President. 
The number of drafts had reached 90 
some weeks before 
the delivery. 

The problems 
which were consid- 
ered in arriving at 
the final draft can 
be summarized a 
follows: } 

1’ How much 
more information 
can be made public on atomic energy 
matters without endangering security? 

2. What. is the relative power of the 
West versus the Soviet Union in atom- 
ic weapons? © 

3. Can the United stftes be made se- 
cure against the danger of atomic attack? 

4. If it cannot be made secure, what 
steps are in order to protect the United 
States against the danger of an atomic 


Pearl Harbor? 


Full Answers to the Public 


We now have in the text of the 
speech itself the fullest answers which 
are deemed suitable for general public 
information at this time: 


1. The United States stockpile of 
atomic weapons now exceeds in ex- 
plosive power by “many times” all the 
explosives used in World War II. It 
grows daily. The development of new 
weapons has reached the point where 
sich weapons “have virtually achieved 
conventional status’ in all branches of 
the service. Present A-bombs exceed by 
25 times the power of the Hiroshima 
bomb. H-bombs are many times more 
powerful. 


2. The Soviet Union is presently be- 
hind the United States in development 


‘of such weapons, but the Soviet Union 


has them, in variety, and also has the 
capacity to project them against the 
United States. 


3. No absolute defense is possible 
against such weapons. The United States 
cannot protect itself against a surprise 
attack by such weapons when employed 
by an aggressor. The result would be 
“hideous,” and would not be compen- 
sated by retaliation. The certainty of re- 
taliation is not.a preventive. 

4. One measure to be taken in an 
effort to avert the “condemnation of 
mankind to begin all over again the 
age-old struggle upward from savagery” 
is to attempt to negotiate what can be 
called a revised and modernized Ache- 
son-Lilienthal plan for the internation- 
alization of atomic energy. 


A Step-by-Step Approach 


Many tentative alternates to some of 
the above have been discarded. One 
was to attempt to build a bombproof 
physical defense of the United States. 
This, we know now, was discarded as 
impossible of achievement. 

Another alternative was to issue an 
ultimatum to Moscow. This, too, has 


been discarded for many reasons, in- © 


cluding the fact that the Allies would 
not go along with it. 
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tion of atomic energy. The original 
start, the Acheson-Lilienthal plan, never 
got anywhere. It failed largely because 
it attempted to reach the goal in one 
single massive step. All atomic mate- 
rials were to be put into the control of 
a single international agency which 
would protect the world through a sys- 
tem of controls and inspections. 


The new, revised plan contemplates a 
gradual approach to internationalization. 
An agency would be set up. Progressive 
contributions would be made to its pool 
of fissionable materials. 


It is a step-by-step approach rather 
than an all-in-one approach. It would 
not depend on Soviet concurrence. The 
other countries could proceed with it 
independently of the U.S.S.R. 


It is not likely that the pool proposal 
was what United States Ambassador 
Charles Bohlen in Moscow was partic- 
ularly instructed to call to the attention 
of Vyacheslay M. Molotov. We know 
now that he was instructed to ask Mr. 
Molotov to pay particular attention to 
certain particular passages. We are not 
told which ones they were, but the fol- 
lowing passages are the likely ones: 

1. “We never have, we never will, pro- 
pose that the Soviet Union surrender 
what is rightfully hers.” 


Coexistence as a Possibility 


2. “We will never say that the people 
of Russia are an enemy with whom 
we have no desire ever to deal or 
mingle in friendly and fruitful relation- 
ship.” 

3. “The United States .. . is instantly 
prepared to meet privately with such 
other countries as may be ‘principally 
involved’ to seek an ‘acceptable solu- 
tion’ to the atomic armaments race.” 

Those three passages, and also the 
proposal for the pool, all have one thing 
in common. They depend for their 
validity upon the theory of the poten- 
tial coexistence of the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.S.R. in the same werld. 

If coexistence is impossible, then the 
poo! idea is nonsense. 

Each one of those passages involves 
a prior assumption that coexistence is 
possible. kn effect, the, President re- 
peated again and again his readiness to 
proceed on the assumption that coex- 
istence is possible. In effect, he was in- 
viting the Russians to proceed on the 
same assumption, 


Short on Consumer Goods 


Coexistence does not require Soviet 
participation in the peol of peaceful 
atoms. On the contrary, East and West 
could probably get along more easily 
if each had its separate pool. But be 
fore coexistence can be confident and 
relaxed something has to be done about 
atomic disarmament, or neutralization; 
and that would have to begin with the 
Kremlin giving some evidence that it 
shares Mr. Eisenhower's faith in the 
possibility of coexistence. 

There is no way of knowing how the 
men of the Politbureau really feel about 
coexistence. We do. know this: That of 
recent months Moscow’s perecne 
agents have been scouring the outside 
world for consumer goods, The Moscow 
press has been complaining of consumer 
goods scarcities. 

This condition was known by men 
who had a hand in wri the Presi- 
dent's They knew t Moscow 
may be in need of a little practical co- 
existence, even if it may not believe in 
the theory or the desirability of it.

The Mystery of Love 
THE PASSIONATE NORTH, by William Sansom. 

(Harcourt Brace, 250 pgs., $3 3.) 

Displaying a disregard for style and 
form that would seem heretical to the 
technique-conscious American short 
story ‘writer, the young British author 
William Sansom has written ten love 
stories that defy classification beyond 
the fact that all have their setting in 
Northern Europe. But being about vivid- 
ly portrayed characters, these are love 
stories that have as much appeal for 
men as for women and contrast marked- 
ly with the conventional romantic tales 
of American magazines. 


The mystery of love pervades the 
book, but its portrayer never stumbles 
into melodrama or the forced sophistica- 
tion of the blase ironist, Nor is love ex- 
alted to,unrealistic proportions, for Mr, 
Sansom is neither love’s fool nor a ro- 
mantic artificer of urbanity. Instead he 
presents love with a warmth and re- 
spect that confirms its basic import- 
ance in life, despite 
Kinsey, world arma- 
ment, and psychia- 
trists’ cliches. 

The various ex- 
pressions of love in- 
clude: that of a 
tourist for a face 
that he thinks he 
will never see 
again; that of an 
enigmatic man for 
his bride who was 
killed 6n their wed- 
ding night; that of 
a discreetly modest 
street- walker who 
remains “faithful” 
to her sailor-lover; that of a traveller 
for a beautiful blind girl he meets one 
sunny winter day; and that of an ill- 
matched pair where the husband in- 
stead of violently cutting the Gordian 
knot and letting his wife die, saves her 
from drowping, and then ties another 
knot, as if in penance. 

Interestingly enough, in addition to 
the people caught in the intricate web 
of the passionate north, the important 
element in all of these stories is the 
setting, which in every case is either in 
Scandinavia or in the northern Scottish 
isles. The climate and the weather are 
forces that do not determine the reso- 
lution of the conflicts, but certainly they 
create the mood and condition the read- 
er for the outcome, ' 

To explain his choice of the adjective 
“passionate,” the author in the Fore- 
word remarks that while “emotion” is 
the word to apply to the sunnier south- 
ern countries—see his volume “South” 
(1950) that depicts the Mediterranean 
world—‘“passion” is the word that de- 
scribes the citizens of the North. 

With a presentation of love that is 
not tragic, animalistic, nor exotic, the 
author unfolds his stories artlessly and 
on the whole successfully, with the ex- 
ception of a sketch of two brothers, 
“The Death of Baldy,” which is the 
Jongest and the most complex. 

Mr. Sansom merits the attention that 
he has been receiving lately. But though 
the former fire-fighter of the London 
Blitz is firmly entrenched in England 
and in American college anthologies, 
he deserves a wider audience, Readers 
could well ae an expedition into “The 
Passienate North.”

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How Far Will the President Go?

And at the same 
time, it was his failure to at- 
tempt to call to his side the 
public support he had when his 
party, on its part, reneged on 
the partnership relationship. 


Lesson of the Campaign. 


Now the President is harking 
back to the lesson of the cam- 
paign. Simultaneously, he is 
drawing upon the experience of 
another dominant and magnetic 
personality who always stood out 
above his party, a Democrat, the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


It became very clear last week 
how ready and eager the Presi- 
dent now is to exert his own 
personal appeal with the rank 
and file of the party and his 
rank and file support among 
Democrats and independents. 
With this support he hopes to 
wring from the forthcoming ses- 
sion of Congress a program that 
will possess substance and be 
worthy of the reputation he 
hitherto has established in an- 
other field than politics and 
government, 


The President’s determination 
was apparent immediately in his 
series of conferences, running 
for three days, with his party 
leaders in Congress. This ap- 
proach, though not exactly un- 
precedented as to method, was 
yet quite extraordinary in its 
scope. It was magnified beyond 
anything of the sort before, first 
by its publicity build-up and, 
second, by its all-inclusiveness. 


President’s Significant Task. 


Embraced in it were all party 
leaders and chairmen, as well as 
Cabinet officers, with whom the 
President covered every impor- 
tant legislative problem to come 
before the session beginning in 
January.

Because of his disinclination 
to lead during the first session, 
the opposition has been able to 
fortify itself. In short, he lost 
an advantage by not striking 
early, to borrow a military term. 

However, the President still 
retains great personal popular- 
ity in the country, according to 
reports, which gives him a deep 
reservoir of public support upon 
which to draw to try to influ- 
ence Congress. 


If Congress Dilly-Dallies? 


Whether he is ready to go to 
the length of an open fight with 
Congress if it dilly-dallies, which 
would mean a contest with. his 
own leaders, still seems doubt- 
ful. For, on every occasion, he 
insists ypon the rights and pre- 
.-aatives of Congress and his in- 
tention not to interfere. 

There is a way to abide very 
clearly with this division of pow- 
ers and nevertheless exercise the 
prestige of the presidency to 
bring the force of public opinion. 
to bear upon Congress so that, 
exercising its rights, it yet 
adopts the course desired by the 
President. 

We shall see if the President 
possesses this skill.

A Mobi-kit user 
can turn out dangling, swaying 
creations from the abstract to 
the naturalistic, with all manner 
of satire and symbolism possible 
in between. ~~ 

“The kit gives you all the fun 
without the headaches of mobile- 
making,” Rickey said. “It con- 
tains wires with sliding hooks 
having just enough friction to 
stay put. From the hooks you 
hang whatever you please, bal- 
ancing weights in an almost 
limitless number of combinations 
and permutations. 

“We supply various colored 
plastics, sheet aluminum and 
sheet bronze, both of which you 
cut with a scissors. The only 
pre-cut shapes are circles and 
rectangles. 

After he made the first few 
kits with his own hands, Rickey 
turned the project over to his 
wife, whose other major project 
is caring for their 9-month-old 
baby.

CHAPTER FOURTEEN. 

INTER lodged in the very 

walls of the house where 

Paul stayed. A brazier of 
coal glowed orange and gray in 
the center of the room. Below 
the window men sludged through 
muddy streets, cloaks wrapped 
high against the sepulchral air. 
That new year in Rome, A.D. 62, 
brought dark ice to the River 
Tiber and a chill to the hearts 
of sober citizens concerned for 
the Empire. 

Nero was on a rampage. As 
a boy he had been content for 
his two guardians, Seneca and 
Burrus, to tend the affairs of 
state, while he toyed with his 
harp and strutted through his 
days of luxury. But with the 
beauteous Poppaea reclining at 
his side, Nero had begun to 
grow in his own esteem. He 
had come to believe Poppaea's 
insinuations that Seneca and 
Burrus were deliberately keep- 
ing power in their own hands 
because they feared to let the 
world know the full magnifi- 
cence of his genius. 

For a while, with petulant 
shrugs he had simply ignored 
his guardians’ advice. He made 
decisions without consulting 
them. Still, men of Rome had 
felt safe, knowing that Seneca 
and Burrus stood by, ready to 
check any rash errors. 

But suddenly—where was Bur- 
rus? The burly chief of the 
Praetorian Guard had vanished 
without a trace save for the ru- 
mors rippling ominously through 
the city: Burrus was murdered 
by order of Nero! 

Paul’s room, crowded always 
with students and _ disciples, 
opened now to men with despair 
on their faces, who foresaw the 
destruction of an empire. 

“He murdered Burrus—and 
his own mother. He is insane, 
possessed of a devil, ridden with 
every vice. His mistress is sa- 
tanic. What will happen to Rome 
now?” 

The daily shift of soldiers in 
Paul’s lodgings muttered and 
grumbled fearfully. about their 
chief's disappearance. Already 
word had come that he would 
be replaced by two men. Nero 
was splitting the command, 
whittling the power of his sub- 
ordinates. Tigellinus, brute- 
jawed court favorite, and Fen- 
nius Rufus, a well-meaning 
weakling, were to run the’ Prae- 
torian Guard. 

“If Tigellinus takes your case, 
have a care, Paul of Tarsus. 
He’d have you in the cells of 
the Mamertine inside an hour, 
laws or no laws. He kills first, 
and asks later.” 

Paul thanked his guard for 
the warning, but he betrayed

Advice on 


Thawing Out 
Of Turkeys 


By Edith M. Barber 


ROZEN turkeys are becoming 

more and more popular. If 

you're using one for the first 
time, you'd probably appreciate 
a little, information on how to 
go about preparing it. 

If you have an unusually large 
refrigerator, the turkey can be 
left two or three days on the 
shelf in the regular compart- 
ment. It will be thawed by the 
time you are ready to use it. 

Most of us do not have such 
facilities. In this case, it will 
take at least 24 hours to thaw 
at room temperature. It may 
take longer. 
_ Have the bird delivered from 
the market, perhaps late on 
Wednesday. Then it will surely 
be ready for stuffing on Friday. 

May I recommend the use of 
a meat thermometer if you have 
one? This should be inserted 
between the top of the leg and 
the breast, and it should read 
190 degrees Fahrenheit when 
the roasting is completed. I 
cooked a turkey in this way, 
breast side up throughout, cov- 
ered loosely with foil to prevent 
too much browning. 


By the way, the  broad- 
breasted turkeys take longer to 
cook than do others, as they are 
so meaty. My nine-pound bird 
took four hours and a half. That 
was longer than I had expected, 
but it was perfect, with golden 
skin and well-done but juicy 
meat. 

The recipes printed today are 
for leftover turkey. 

Individual Turkey Pies. 


One cup coarsely diced cooked 
turkey, one-quarter cup finely 
minced celery, one-quarter cup 
finely minced carrot, minced 
parsiey, one minced pimiento, 
two cups hot turkey gravy or 
cream sauce or half and half, 
salt, pastry. 

Combine turkey, vegetables 
and gravy or sauce, Test for salt, 
Place in six greased individual 
baking -dishes. Roll pastry, and 
cut into large rounds, Place 
over turkey mixtufe and slash 
crust in several places. Bake in 
hot oven (425 degrees Fahren- 
heit) about 10 minutes until 
lightly browned. 

Turkey-Ham Open Sandwiches. 


On each buttered slice of 
bread, arrange a thin slice of 
friziled ham and a thin slice 
of turkey heated in butter. Pour 
hot turkey gravy over sand- 
wiches and serve garnished with 
cranberry jelly and _ celery 
hearts.

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NE of the long and famous 
rivers of Africa is the Niger 
(pronounced NY-jur). Drain- 
ing more than half a million 
e miles on the western side 
Africa, it empties into the 
Gulf of Guinea, which is a part 
of the Atlantic Ocean. 

Here is a strange fact about 
the Niger: this river is 2600 
miles long, but its main head- 
stream is only 150 miles from 
the shore of the Atlantic! You 
may wonder how that can be. 

answer is that the Niger has 
almost the shape of a gigantic 
half circie. Rising in mountains 
far to the west, the river flows 
northeastward, then southeast- 
ward. In the middle of Nigeria, 
it bends southward and goes to 
the Gulf of Guinea.
